Polygamy in Ulah,

The House Commitiee on Territosies have ap
plied to Beorstary Stanton for permission to
summon Genoral P, Edward Conner, command*
ing the United States forces In Utah, ana the
Rev., Norman MeLeod, Pastor of the “Gentile’
Church In Salt Lake City, to appoar befors
them and testify touching the condiion ol Ulah
and the manner in which the laws of the United
Btates are obrerved and enforced. Judge Titus,
Supremo Justice of the Territory, and a number
ot other witnesses, have slreasdy been examined
by them on the same point, We are assured,
semi-officially, that the Government has de-
cided to nppn‘!lt no more polygamists to office.

There ghould be no harsh or hasty doalings
with & community of religious fanaties; but all
must sequiesce in the wisdom of this dotermi-
nation. Indeed, justice and good policy seem
to require that the polygamists now ﬂlllnﬁ lm-

rtant and responsible Federal offices should

» renoved at once, and their places fAlled by
men who, whatever thelr religious faith, re
gpeot and obey the luws of the country. Itisa
national seandnl that even the United States
District Attorney in Utali—the very man whose
sworn official duty it s to prosccute violations
of the anti-polygamy statute -is an open aad
uvowed violator of if, being the husband of lour
wives.

obscurity by the smine agency, It |8 certainly
an odd enough remark to be made in a caucuos,
and the question will arise what General Pierce
was doing at the easucus ot wll? Bat we re-
member the poor fox who lost his tall in a trap,
und who, in full convention of his lellow-foxes,
ndvised them all to have their flappers ampuo-
tated. Not that there may not be sowe truth in
General Pierce's remark—only he has been such
a weary long while in arriving at it! If he
could only have been ns wise at twentyv-one !
There are four years in the lustory ot the United
Stutes which might have been brichier.

Perhape, a8 a sincere penitent, iv would be-
come Mr, Pierce to 1ssue a sort of eircular letter-
to bis old cronies, 1t he caa forgive their deser-
tion, stating succinetly his new views, and ad-
vising bis brethren to act upon them. He must
know that a desperate attempt is now and has
been for gome time on foot fo resuscitate tae
Demoeratic party: that Cox thinks there 18 life
in it yet; that Vallandigham is of the same
opinion; that Governor Seymour does not
despair of it; that none of these worthics have
any notion o1 going out of the old business, if
it can, by hook or by crook, be made to pay.
Mr. Pierce may not think the partyof his oid
affections worth saving; but such is not the
opinion of his ancient colleagues. Meanwhile,
it be will make no more caucus speeches, it
will be a pleasure to us to count him out, and
pever to mention bis name in connection with
po.itics again,

The Personnel of the Administration.
From the Timen,

We do not think we have had an adminis‘ra-
tion of our Government since its foundation
which, a8 & body, bas had higher ability and
charucter than the present, or one in which the
country has had a greater confldence and pride.
The scope of our governmental affairs is much
greater now than in former times, and the ques-
tions dealt with have been infimitely more ditfi-
cult of solution than any in our previous his-
tory; but the heads of our principal depurtments
have exhibited the highest capacity for their
great work and the most eminent fitness for
thelr positions. They will bear comparison not
only with any of the illustrious men who figured
in onr Government in its earlier orin later duys,
but—what is perhaps at present a more fitting
compariton—with the statesmen of any of the
Cabinets of the great States of Europe.

No one would fear comparison between the
diplomatic capacity of Secretary Seward and
Earl Russell or Drouyn de Lhuys—between the
financial genius of Becretary MeCulloch and
Gladstone or Fould, nod as tor Beoretary Stan-
ton, the course of recent European history has
bad no opportumty for the diar‘lay of abilisies
such as he has lilustrated, while he certainly
would not suffer by being placed slongside of
any of the War Ministers of any of the great
Kuropean Powers in any ol the great military
epochs, In the other departments, which from
their nature have less prominence than these
three, the heads are all men who bring to thely
dutlez abilitles of an order rarely excelled in
public functlonaries,

The faot is of the very highest importance to
us 8s & nation, Besldes the popular conflilences
in the administration of vhe various depariments
which It generates, it gives the country u feel-
ing ol conscaous strength and dignified self-
respect, such as it has pot nlwiys during the
present generation been able to maintain.

1n the nrst position i our Administration, we
have in President Johnson a man whose course
under the most difficult cirenmsianc-s—whal-

ever oriticisms may be mnde as to forms and
details, or whatever may be said by malignants
like Phillips #s8 to motive or objeet—has been
signalized by profound patriotism, by unim-
peachuably Integrity, and by courage; and whose
policies hiave been comprehensve, far-reaching,
discreet, and contervative, snd ol » uature cal-
culated to effect the purpose which he has de-
clared to be his sole ambition—the perfect
rennion of all the Btates in fact and in spirit,

While on the one band President Johnson
has approved Limsell a man of most ener

etle forces, which are constantly demand-
ng expressicn, he has also recently shown him-
sell to be possessed of ‘the rare power of con-
serving or holding in check his torces—of
puatiently permiting events to move on sand
dovelop themselves, where he lncks the power
of interference, or where bis hosty loterference
wonld retard their progress towards the end
which he desires consummated. Tihis 18 one of
the last attainments of manhood, and one of the
highest churncterisiics of statesmanship; and
with the other great traits of Jobhneon's life and
administration, has esinblished bim in the pnb-
lic confidence to an extent only equalled in the
cnse of his imunediate predecessor,

Eeerctary Beward's nsme is a tower of
national strengih, sud is held In orofound
reapect throughout the world, This certainly is
not because 14 has been his fortune to obiain
popularity by following oorulm' Idess or
caprices, or to secure fame by the achievement
of «imple labors. In domestic politics, he stood
lor lopg years as the recognized qubl i champlon
of the unpopulur cause ol notisluvery, and the
exponent glpm idea which the eye of fmth might
foresee would Inform the “partv of the fture,”
but which bad little prospect of abiaining

oliticsl power for generations, Since he hus
ﬁml the conduct of our foreign relations, he
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has to n , prejudices, and
jntereats n t]:l'l m}ee’muna with
which he carried on intercourse, and he has had
to do so under eirgumstancos often ealoulated to
irritate and vox. Yot In all be has been suoe
cesnful, and through all he has grown up to the
tull measuro of honor and fame,

Btanton was unknown to the country until he
wae named Beerotary of War; but ho no sooner
assumed the tivde than the fuct was pacent Nort
and Boutn, m the army and in all the States,
1t {9 common enough now to recognize hisin-
togrity, his enorgy, his strength, and his great-
nesa, 10 magnity his labors and celebrato his
achiovements, As in Seward's case, the lssue |
and result of his works constitute their flnal |
encomium, and by vhis view, he stands toremost
smong the military administrators of hlsmr‘;

rden of Stanton's Inbors, and the bur |
den of Bewnrd's may bo said to have ended with |
the war; but the burden of duties imposed upon
Sgoretary MeCulloch 18 hardly less to-day than
it was & year a Qur finspeial movemaents
bave been and siill are l'ke the movements of
our war, on the most glgantio soale, For ther
governance they demand nothing short of lnan-
cial genius,

Whether we regard the volume and condition
of our currency, whe state ol our credit, and of
the money warkes, orthe ceaseloss demands and
enormous expenditures, we see .that the genius
which through them all could maintam our
honor and uphold our credit ss well as it has
been upheld, must have been of a pre-ominent
order. Binco the closs ol the war, a8 durlng his
brief term of office whila the war lasted, Sacre-
tary McCullogh has displayed consummate skill;
and we believe that il Congress will allow him
the liberty of acvion which he requires, he will
work out for toe country its financial problem,
and establish the national credit sound and drm,
As a politien]l jorce, Seoretary MeCulloch is not
mwuch kpown to the people; but as s powerful
anid intelligent supporier ot the policy ol the
President, s an cnemy of ultraism, and & pure-
minded prtriot, Le londs (he weight ot his char-
acter and infiuence fo the rehabilitation of the
Ugion, the re-establishiment ol its ancient Con-
stitution, smd the tormation ol 11s new lif,

Of such o body of national servants it is but
fitting that the nation ghould be proud.

The Reconstruction Commitiee and their
Latest Constitutional Amendmaont,
vom the Herald,

The epecial order of the day in thoe Pederal
House of Representatives on Monday next, will
probably be the resvlution mom the Hecon-
structlon Committee, embracing the following

proposition for an amendment ol the Constitu-
tion, to wit:—

That Congress shall have power to make all lnws
whicl shall be neecssacy and proper to scouro to (ae
c1vepns of each Siate nil the priviieses and immunis
tivs of citizens in he soveral States, and to ail per.
sonsin the several Stwes equal protection in the
riglts of lify, liberiy, saud property,

This is & fuir propesition, but it secms to us
wholly unnecessury und supertduous, The Con-
stitution as i1t I8 expressly declures that “the
citizens ol ench Stare shall be entitled to ail
the privileges and ymmunitiea of eitizens m the
sevaral States;” and as this 18 included 1 that
division ol the constitution which teeats of the
powers of Congress, the enforcoment of those
eqoul “privileges and fmmunities” clearly boe-
longs to Congress, Next, with regurd to the
protection ol &l persons in the seyeral States
in the riehts of hie, liberty, and property.
What is this for? Enactments by Congresa for
the enforcement of these personal rights have
heretofore never been thought ot The State
Legislatures, and the State and United States
courts, have answered the purpose, But while, |
betore the late Hebellion, according to Chiet
Justice Taney, the negro had ne righm whizh
white men were bound to respect, he has, since
the war, with the abolition of slsvery, been ad-
vanced by the Coustitution to the level of the
‘‘iree pe song” or citizens of the Uaited States, ‘

Mr. Bancrott, in his late Lincoln discourse po-
fore Congress, said that the Dred Scott destsion
had vo loundation in civil 18w, cavon law, teudal
law, comwon law, or constitutional law; but
still, under the Constitation as it was, State
leglslation and Congressional legislation had
established a system of civil and political dis-
eriminations against the blacks, such as to pal-
liate to a great extent the bold and startiing
consiruction given from the Supreme Jourt by
Judge Taney of the Constitution isselr,

The war, however, and the amendment abol-
ishing slavery have swept every vestuze of au-
thority from the Constitntion lor these aisorimi-
nations against the blacks of this couniry in
reference to their general civil and political
rights, If the iree negro of the United States
had no rights whick white men were bound to |
respect, it was because his whole race fell under
the ban invoived in the Constitutional recogui-
tion and protection ol Atrfosn sluvery. With
that institution swept away, the negro horn uud |
rajsed {0 the United States becomes a citizen of |
the Upited States, and one of the people, in
whose name the Constitution stands. Thus, in |
the amendment abolishing slavery, the power
embraced ‘1o enforoe this article by appropriare
legislaton” gives to Congress the I:owar to
enlorce the general civil aud political rights of
the blacks as ciizens, The distinctions result-
ing from slavery are wiped out, and there 1s no |
such color as white or black in the Constitution
from the béginning to the end. It is & mosl re-
markable faot, too, tnat the urst appesrance of l'
the word **sluvery” in the Constitution is in the
smendment abolishing slavery. It shows that
“the fathers” were ashamed of it, and that oven
while recodnizing it by roundsbout phirases they
framed their work to meet the vltunate attain-
ment of nulversal liberty,

Why, then, all these superfluous Constita.
tlonal amendments? They are the tricks of the
party In power, a8 excuses for the continued
exclusion of the excluded Soushern States,

hey are intended as food for buncombe—as
political capital for electioneering purposes in
the North, They wre inlendea to divert the

ublic sttention from the practical issues of
uthern restoration tothe egitation of plaucible
abstractions, In the exercise of the powers
which they now possess, the two Houses of Con-
eress may establish m;p!u‘rmlecﬁun and securi-
tics concerning the civil and political rights o1 the
Bouthern blucks, and in & very short time sscure
& full representation fiom all the States on a
satistactory tootiug of loyalty. But the domi-
nant party are playing theilr game for power—a
bold snd dangerous game indeed, but one in
which they will probabiy nov be cheeked short
of some emphlintie warning from our approach-
ing Northern eleotions.

Superficial Neform.
From the Worid.

That portion of the report of the Revenue
Comwissioners which considers *‘the organiza-
tion amd adwinistration of 4 revenue systera,’
bears evidence that the Commissioners eltoor
were constrained to make n report before thelr
views were matured, or that the subjecl was too
lurge and complex for thelr grasp. Neither of
these theories Is any impeachment of the gene-
ral Intelhgence or industry of the Commission.
The fitst, of course, is not; and, as to the last, it
would not be strange that a commission made

up of men, none of whom ever had experience
inthe high places of Federal Administration,
should ind themselves plunged in o sea of dithl
culties and confliotit g theorles,

In respect to the internal revenue, the Com:
misslopers sny that they ‘“have no nliegation of
fraud 1o present, but at the same time are con-
strained add that in poiot of organization
nnd administration it s very far irom what it
should be,”

They specify *a lnck of power and authority in
the Internal Revenue Depurtmen (o con'rol itself,
especiully in lhﬁ matter of expenditures,” and
give as illustrations such delects in orgaulzation
or admiolstration as the following:—

I. Too 1tdle power in the Commission to ex-
pend mnnef. a3 reward for Information or
1aitbful speciel service; and too much power in
auditing officers of Treasury to check these ex-
penditures,

I1. Limltatlon in sumber of officers, anl in-

uﬂm!uacy of salaries,
111, Tinpossibllity of fndiog » man competent |

| Revenue ; and

for full dischiarge of all the dulies now devolved
upon and expected ol the Commissioner,

1V, No fire-prool bmidine In Washington in
which to kevp records . papers of intornal

+ The VA o e np

Jbe Commiseion are of oplnlon that these
imperfeations cannot be remedied without “an
entire reorzanization of the whole macninery
und policy of the burcan,” We will let the Com-
mur;on doseribe their project in their own
words:—

ci#e; and thut these tive othours shounld consucute a
Board, to be known as the Doard of Commissonors
o1 the Kevenue, of which thy Undes-Seoretary of Lo
Lressury shou d be tho ehnirman,

Jv th & Duard shoud Ls re errod the determing'ion
o1 ) rules and regulatons relating 1o the salivetion
ot tho revenne; the expeudiiuros (o oo Inonired 1n
res. oot 10 1he same; (Lo wanupemant of all revenae
procescos ut inw ; aud tho distribauon of all molotios
recglved lrom lorferures and peonlties, in re vard
tor good 8 xvieo and jor valuabie intoruation, | hey
wouid also propose that ne subordiuste olioer of the
royenue slivuld recelve s commission unui his quabs
fientzons tor the proper disvhargs of his duiles had
Levn exumin.d uw'o and approved of by the Board
o1 Comnustionors.

It will be een that this outline of the plan of
the Commiassion, busides creating a new arms of
oflice-huldery, gives to the Secrefury a “zencral
superviston,” which meaus, we suppose, ns
wueh supervision ns each Secretary may be in-
clined to tnke. At aopy rate, this scheme, by
giviug to him “‘general supervision,” makes the
beeretary really tesponsible for the administra-
tron of the Board ol Comuissionars,

The report before us abstains (rom intimation
of the proposed tenure or office of the members
of the board, and the mode of appointment.
What security can and will there be in law, that
this Doard cannot and will not be changed with
ench political revolution in the Federa! Govern-
ment? IUis sugzested, 0 be sure, Lthat no sub-
ordinate oliicer ol the revenue shall receive u
commission wivhout exsmination and approval
thercof by the Bourd; but the act of Uongress ol
Mutch, 1868, has a suuilar provision thar no
clerk shull be gppomted without sim lar exami:
nation and approval by u Board, and that accom-
plishies nothing, sy the Commigsion; 8o that the
propessl now subuntted 15 only treading in the
sumu old circle,

Lvery Bourd of Commissioners will inevilably
be eomplsigant to the Seeretury of the Treeasury,
who 1s & supenor otlicer, with power of *“‘geoe-
rul supervicion;” aod whomever he or the Pre-
siwent desire sppomted will, as a maver of
course, bo commissioued, No kind of legisln
tion under our existing Constitution cau kesp
the President from bemng virbunlly supreme in
executive mniters, He qules first by persuasion,
and, it that wmils, he has ouly to romove the re-
fraclory officer or Board, und appoint soother
more disposea to be atientive to his Iatuna-
tions, and walehiul of his wishes.

The evil of incompetent otiicials complained
ol by the report eanuot be remedied by eresting
more places, to be tilled by men no better than
those now in oflice. The oniy true path oi
reiorm e, first, 10 turn ot the incapables now
in power, and then elevate better people in
thelr stead.

The plan cf subdivision ol labor proposed by
the report is pnow practieally in operation in
Washington. There s an Under-Seoretary, Mr,
Johin I, Hartley, who has oversight and direc-
tion of the collection of the revenue, There

| are already a Commissioner of Customs and a

Bolicitor of Customs, and these doubtless con-
stantly conier together, and do all thas is sug-
gested by the report. It may be that there fs
necessity for & Commissloner aud Solicitor of
the Excise, but we doubt it, Everybody knows
that Mr, Hartley is the wotual, though not the
legal, Becretary of the Tremsury in revenue
matters.

It 1 very certain that, upon the point of
organization and sdwmistration of the revenoe,
the report befere us not only falls to present any
new echeme of practicable reform which pro-
mises any good result, but it is singularly fecble
in uncovering and signalizing the rea! cause of
exinting delects In administration. And we,
therefore, conelude that the Commission were
either iorced into a premature report, or that
the subject was too large for their comprahen-
g10m, by reason o! ignorance of practieal depart-
meutal and bureau exverience,

Fustaining the Administration,
To the Editor of the Evening Telegraph:—

It was decply regretted by every really wise
and good citizen that the national Adminis-
tration bad to encounter an organized oppo-
sition in this section of the Union during the
progress of the late Rebellion, It was sad
tben, and sald with great truth, too, that
there should be but one party in the loyal
States; and that those who were not for the
Government during the trying emergency in
question, were necessarily againss it. It is
well known that Mr, LiNcons's Adminlstra-
tion was seriously embarassed by those who,
professing loyalty to the Constitation, yet
objected to almost every Important measure
that was adopted for the suppression of the
Rebellion ; and 1t may be truthtully asserted
now, In vindieation of the character and good
nome of the “martyred President,” that most,
if not al! of those acts of Lis that were de-
nounced as arbitrary, or unwarranted by
strict law, were rendered necessary, and
therefore justified, by the practical aid which
the Kebels recelved from a faction here in the
North, whose members, while claiming to be
adverse to secessiom, pursued a course of
action which positively impeded the Govern-
ment in all its efforts to put down the Seces-
slonists.

We recall this fact from no desire to heap
odium on those persons in the loyal States
who were either opposed to the lato civil war
on the part of the national au'horities, or who
did not, at leasy, heartily sympathize and
co-operate with the Executive and Congress
in their endeavors to quell the Insurrection,
History will take care of all that with posterity,
snd the account will, no doubt, be finally set-
tled in & mauner that will mete out equal
justice to all coucerned. But the lussons of
the recent past should not be lost to the
immediate present. The Rebellion, indeed,
has bern conquered, The claag of arms in
fratricldal strile is heard no more in the land,
The great problem whother this Government s
able to maintain iteell against domestic trea-
son on the most giganiic scale upon which it
could possibiy be orgaulzed, bas been brought
to the test, and worked out to a most satis-
factory, and, we hope, an ultimate and lasting
solution. 1t should not, however, be suppos:d
that the Government has yet so completaly

flnlshed the task Imposed upon it by the
Egbellion, &s to e able to dispense with the
harmonious and'cordial support of all thoss
who are genmnely and sincerely loyal to It
The present Adminisiration, Indeed, bas
quite as arduouns and Important a work to
perform in restoring the late rebellious States
and their people to (helr appropriate relations
to the Union, a8 the previous Administration

hiad in overcoming the Insargents in the fleld.
And, thereiure, President JomNsox, in his
eflorts to accomplish a wise and sound policy
of reconstruction, Is Just ae much in need of,
and just as much entitled to, the confidence,
gsympathy, and co-operation of every loyal
citizen In the whole country, as was Mr,
LixcoLn during the progress of ths war,
Factious opposition to the Government now,
in Congress or out of It, Is hardly, if atall
less injudicious, less unwarranted, or less re-
prehensible, than it was when the armies of
the Bouth were facing the soldiers of the
Union in the fleld, and advancing even to the
very gates of the national capital. President
JoHENeoN feels \his truth, no doubt, more pro-
foundly and painfuily than any other man in
thie country, and he must have been intensoly
gratified on Wednesday last; when a large
number of the leading citizens of Montana
Territory walted on him at the White House,
and pledged to him their earnest approval of
his policy, and their purpose to sustain him in
it to the end. Their spokesman, Mr, B, M,
PIxNEY, in the course of his address on that
occasien snid ;—

'‘We mre using no idle or imaginary words
when we nssure you that we take the grestest
posgible pleasure in saying that we recognize in
you, a8 the Chief Magistrate of this great
nation, a person who possesses (hat sound mind,
that general knowledge, that firm and patriotic
devotion to the ruling interest and welfare of
the whole country, which are s0 neccssary to
carry it ealely over the ocean of political specu-
lation and debate, We attach no great import
ance to this arseveration of our feelings in reis-
tion to yoursel,, but we should be doing injustice
to ourselves and injustice to the people of the
Territory of Mont«no, and should merit ther
severest censure, i we did not say that we firmly
believe that of yon meet with a cordial and
generous support on every hand, this oation
will come forth from this prosent poiitienl erisis
@ rt1opger and bet:er nation, prepared 5 take o
higher stand, and do a nobler work on the piat.
form of history than has ever yet been ulloteed
to any nation o! the carth,”

Words like these can come only from the
lips of men whose hearts are right. They
are  the jnspiration of the highest and
purest patriotism, unalloyed by any spirit of
conceited egotism, or any bias ol personal in-
terest or prejudice. They are the utterances
of patriots, who not only have no party pre-

dilections or party aims to gratity, but who
clearly percelve that the only legitimate ob-
ject ol the war waged against the Rebellion
will remain unattained until the Union is
entirely restored; and tha', unless the Presi-
dent is properly supporied now in his efforts
to that end, it must either be defeated alto-
gether or tponed through an indeflnite
period of bitter and injurious political con-
tention in every part of the land.

It is wrue, moreover, that I the Union is
once re-established on a just basis, on the
Constitutional principles on which it was
orlfna]iy founded, its power and prosperity
will be fnr prander in the future than it has
ever been in the past, or could ever have been
but for the terrible struggle that has tried its
gtrength, and confirmed it beyond all hope of
overthiow by domestic treason or foreign hos-
tility. All truly loyal citizens everywhere
should realize this fact. 7Those especially
who stood by the Government daring the late
civil war should not desert it now. Opposi-
tion from them to the Administration is more
dangerous now than from those who opposed
the Government while the Rebellion ed.
Besides, there can henceforth be but one
strong and decidedly dominant party in this
country, and that party must be found always
and entirely faithful to the Constitution and
the Union, and conservative of both as omne
and indivigible. FPresident JomysoN has
plainly and squarely planted himself on that
platiorm, and the great mass of the people will
undoubledly be with him. Those, therefore,
who shall attempt to fight bim snd them, from
this time forward, ou that high and firm
ground, will rapidly dwindle to a miserable
minority, who will not only be vanquished in
every encounter, but Incur an odium but little
legs than that which attaches to those who
opposéd the Government during the war.
